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$700,000 water tower 
grant evaporates . 


A'$700,000 grant for a new water 
tower in North Wilmington evapo- 
rated on Sunday when Gov. Mi- 
chael Dukakis pared $138 million 
from the state budget in an attempt 
to bring it into balance. Local aid 
was a big loser in the governor's 
cuts, as he eliminated $91 million in 
that category, He was quoted as 
saying that the money would 
probably be made up in lottery 
funds, 

“He says it's a wash," said Rep. 
Jim Miceli,” but I don't think it is a 
wash," speaking of the possibility 
of balancing the cuts with the 
lottery funds. Miceli said there will 
still be some local aid funds but 
there will be no increase, as had

been én many years of late. 

What that means for Wilmington 
is not yct clear, but the town's 
budget could need some paring 
back to fit under the cap imposed 
by Prop. 2 1/2 

The loss of the grant will not 
threaten the construction of the 
water towcr, to be built on land 
near Andover Strect. The town 
meeting appropriated $1.4 million, 
and approved bonding to fund it. 

The water commissioners never 
expected the $700,000 grant when 
they planned the tower, said 
George Allan, chairman, “It would 
have been a real coup if he (Miceli) 
had pulled it off," said Allan. 

Allan said that the water rates had 


already been adjusted to cover the 
costs involved with the bonding for 


the new water tower as well as fora §f 


new water treatment plant 
currently under construction near 
Hathaway Acres. 

The $700,000 was a very obvious 
line item in the state budget, and 
was therefore easily singled out by 
the governor. "You'd be hard- 
pressed to find anything else of this 
kind in the budget,"said Miceli 

Miceli had been sounding a 
warning of hard times to come for 
several months. At the town 
meeting in April, he cautioned the 
town not to add to its budget 
assuming that the difference would 
be made up by state funds. 


Selectmen rethink appeal

New tax laws have changed some 
rules on divorce. Alimony is still 
deductible to the person who pays it 
and taxable to the one who gets it. 
But under the newest law, $10,000 
or more alimony payments under 
an older law, you can opt to be 
covered by the. new.one., 

Property settlements, under the 
old rules, were treated like sales; 
the donor had_to pay taxes on any 
gain on the property before the 
exchange. Now the exchange is 
treated like a gift, and both husband 
and wife are liable for taxes from 
the same basis. 

Child support is still non- 
deductible for the payer and 
non-taxable to the payee.. Either 
Parent may take the tax exemption 
for the child but, starting this year, 
the law is phasing out dependents 
exemptions for single taxpayers 
with incomes over $89,560.

Other outspoken homeowners, 
some truck drivers themselves, ag- 
reed, They claimed their road was 
being used as a shortcut between 
Wilmington and Tewksbury and 
urged selectmen to get the trucks 
back on the main. highways where

,.. Chairman Jim Stewart said the 

, board had received input from the 
town managers,DPW superinten- 

‘dents, and police chiefs or both 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. In 
their opinion, Stewart said, there 

was no possible alternative route to 

, handle the trucks. In order to issue 

+ @ truck exclusion, an alternative 
road has to reportedly be found. It 

| was felt if trucks are excluded from 
‘one street, they would impact other 

, back roads, 

The officials of both towns sug- 
gested increased police enforce- 


ment and the use of radar and scales 
to weigh trucks as a way to deter* 
heavy traffic. Neighbors protested 
this solution. 

Wilmington Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart agreed trucks had always 
been a problem in the area. He said 
411 citations had been issued on 
Salem Street alone in 1986 and 
seven other streets in town also 
requested exclusions, He added his 
department has increased efforts to 
inspect trucks for such things as 
defective brakes and hazardous 
materials and to issue tickets for 
violations. 

DPW Supt. Bob Palmer explained 
one drawback to having industry in 
town was heavy trucking. He 
maintained "you have to take the 
whole town into consideration 
when you try to make a decision 
like this." 

“There's alot of mumbo jumbo 
here and that confuses me. Salem 
Street is not a highway 
street,” cried out Capuano. 

When sclectmen ‘attempted to 
look closer at the ramifications of 
an exclusion , Wayne Aruda cared 
the approval of the crowd by 
saying, "if the people that you 
elected don't support you, then get 
rid of them." 

Selectman Bob Cain noted that 
whatever decision was made, it 
should be "legal and enforceable.”

Maybe you say 
to yourself, "why did it take. so 
Jong?" It really didn't. I graduated 
in 1969 and I've been in and out of 
court and jail since 1970.

If just one person reads this lettcr 
and fecls, maybe, just maybe, I 
have a problem with booze or 
drugs, and picks up a phone and 
calls central service for AA or NA, 
then I will feel as though I've given 
back just a little to the people of my 
town, who tried so hard to help me. 

It's taken me a grat deal of time, 
but I'm finally in a substance abuse 
unit here at the prison, It's the very 
first of its kind. It's an intensive 
four month, inpatient program, 
within the prison itself. I have a 
beautiful wife and a handsome 
three-year-old son who need me to 
be straight as much as I need to be.

‘Stop before the O.U.L's, the busts, 
the sickness and before you have to 
go to high school in here. If this 
Ietter helps just one person to stop, 
then it was well worth it!

Cities and towns were depending on the lottery monies 
for present budgets. Town Manager Buzz Stapcinski said 
on Monday, "In light of this state budget I have to review 
the town's revenue picture, This could cause drastic cuts, 
but it’s unclear without further information from Frank 
Keefe." Keefe is the secretary of administration and 
finance. 

Also lost in the budget shenanigans of last weekend 
was $700,000 for a water tower adjacent to the town 
forest in North Wilmington. Projects like the tower are 
usually paid for locally, but State Rep. Jim Miceli says he 
will continue his ¢fforts to have the state pick up the tab. 
Also impacted by the state's fiscal woes was funding for 
the cleanup of Long Pond in Tewksbury, which was cut 
from $600,000 to $250,000. Miceli went on to criticize 
Dukakis for cutting local aid, and said that, "In seven 
terms I can honestly say this is the worst budget that has 

~ ever been signed." 

Barbara Andcrson is the Executive Director of 
Citizens’ for Limited Taxation, and doesn't mince words 
on her reaction to the state budget crisis. In an interview 
on Monday Anderson said, "The budget is balanced only 
because of tax increases, phony numbers, fake initiatives, 
and the bloody remains of the legislative process.” 

Having witnessed the all-night session this past 
weekend, Anderson described legislators as "held 


pet projects if they didn't support his plans to balance the 
budgets. In one of the more controversial moves this 
weekend, the House literally raided the state pension fund 
at the governor's 

‘This came despite a courageous fight by Rep. Kevin 
Blanchette, The rep from Lawrence paid a high price 
for his ‘disloyalty’ to the Duke when the governor killed 
Blanchette's plan for a new dental and vision benefits 
Program for state employees which he had been 
supporting. 

And perhaps the irony of the weekend was the 
governor's successful move to kill funding for his very 
own universal health care bill.

Local resident Jay Donovan, a member of the State 
Democratic Committee, is attending the convention. In 
a telephone interview from Atlanta, Donovan said "I'm 
sure the state budget will become a national issue as the 
Republicans heat up their national campaign." Though 
Donovan emphasized that he is convinced the Duke will 
carry the day in November. 

Miceli and Barbara Anderson believe the budget is just 
one of many issues that could spell trouble for the Duke 
on the campaign trail. But for now that may be wishful 
thinking. There will be little talk about the real 
Massachusetts in Dixie this week. Michael won't be too 
quick to mention that individual income taxes back home 
are second highest in America. He'll talk about people 
who can barely make ends meet, without understanding 
that tax burden is one of the chief reasons that many 
working families have less and less disposable income.

Overdue decision 


by Bill Conlon 

The Merrimack Meadows "affordable housing" project off River 
Road in Tewksbury is still in limbo on the state level, and something 
is starting to stink about the whole affair. 

Back in June of 1987, the Tewksbury Zoning Board of Appeals 
voted down the 224-unit project on the bank of the Merrimack 
River. Developers Bob Ahem and "Buzz" Couillard pursued a state 
override of the town veto, under the provisions of Chapter 774 of 
the Acts of 1969, better known as the anti-snob zoning laws. Sworn 
testimony was taken from witness for both sides, legal briefs were 
filed, and the whole affair was treated like a court case. 

The project would see 224 condominium units built on a 40-acre 
tract off River Road, wedged between St, Mary's Cemetery and the 
Lowell line. A portion of the units would receive state-subsidized 
mortages for low and moderate-income families, making the 
housing units "affordable" under the Chapter 774 guidelines. 

The Merrimack Meadows project breezed through most of the 
town boards, and even state funding for the plan was conditionally 
approved, The only real hangup was the appeals board which denied 
the plan, so a state override was sought by the developers last year. 

‘The town of Tewksbury has racked up more than $60,000 in legal 
fees incurred in fighting the Merrimack Meadows project, and 
voters at the Special Town Meeting in May voted not to pay the bill. 

Town Manager David Cressman later surprised the board of 
selectmen when he declared that any further pursuit of the legal 
action would be his decision, not theirs. The seléctirien at the time 
were locked in a debate over whether to fight the state, which has a 
supposedly perfect batting average against such lawsuits, should an 
override be granted to Ahem and Couillard. 

Quite a few people in Tewksbury have been anxiously awaiting 
the state's override decision, but where is it? The delay in issuing 
the ruling is starting to smell fishy. 

The state Housing Appeals Committee, under the Executive Office 
of Communities and Development, was supposed to issue a ruling 
on Merrimack Meadows back in early June. As early as June 13, 
EOCD spokesperson Christine Colvin said a decision was in the 
process of being written, and the results would be released soon. 

One month later, still no reply. A call to EOCD this week resulted 
in a promise that a ruling on the override will be handed down 
within the next week to ten days. It's been said before. 

Somebody, somewhere, is apparently playing politics on the 
state-level with the Merrimack Meadows decision. 

The rejection of the legal fees by the Town Meeting voters would 
ostensibly point toward citizen support for affordable housing. 
With the staggering cost of housing these days, people are watching 
their kids move out of town because new families simply can't 
afford to buy houses in Tewksbury anymore. New houses are being 
built all the time, but most of the units are virtual mansions -- in the 
$300,000 and up range -- which keeps most new homebuyers away. 

Whether Merrimack Meadows is good or bad,’ Tight or wrong, the 
town deserves to know the state's decison. 

Will the override be granted? If so, will the town fight it? 

If the override is denied, what will become of the 40-acre tract?

It is true that every year brings a 
different set of weather related 
circumstances and problems. Nine- 
teen eighty-cight will be remem- 
bered as the year of the double 
whammy - severe and sustained 
heat, coupled with near zero 
rainfall, In an average summer we 
can expect an occasional day with 
temperatures in the low 90's, 
perhaps a half dozen in total. 

We are barely halfway through 
the gardening year and already 
we've had 18 days in which the 
thermometer has gone over 90 
degrees, with no real relief in the 
forecasts. As to rainfall, I have

slows them down. The beauty of the 
root vegetables is that they will 
"take" several light frosts and 
continue to grow right up to mid 
October. Let us assume that the 
second half of this growing season 
will treat us more kindly than did 
the first half. 

CG. of Wilmington writes, "How 
do I know when I have put down 
enough water with my sprinkler 
with a once a week watering?” 

If your garden soil is a' - 
not too sandy and not I with 
organic material but somewhere in 
between - you will need an inch and 

a half to two inches of water a 
week. Sooner or later, I have faith 
to believe, we will receive sub- 
stantial rains and can put the 
sprinklers away for a while. Until 
then, put an empty can in the 
garden in the area being watered, 
and check it every 20 minutes. 


‘When you see an inch and a half or 
so of water in the can, turn the 
water off. Depending on the 
structure of your soil, this much 
water will penetrate six to cight 
inches down, and should be suf- 
ficient for five to seven days.

Did you notice that for the first 
time in the last dozen or so ycars no 
one has claimed the Town Crier's 
Annual (mythical) silver pea spoon, 
awarded to the first gardener who 
harvests enough peas for a meal? I 
called Fred Neilson on this a couple 
of weeks ago, and asked if there 
were any entries this year. Fred 
said no, and he sounded puzzled 
that no one had called him. I 
suggest that either people took a 
year off with their peas, or the 
severe heat of June burned this cool 
weather vegetable out before a crop 
could be harvested. 

At this point I asked that the silver 
spoon be awarded to me this year, 
since I had picked and frozen six 
quarts of Burpeeana Early peas 
between June 27 and July 2. Fred 
turned me down, claiming that 
“professionals” are excluded from 
consideration. I tried to convince 
him that I am in no sense a 
professional, but Fred wasn't 
listening, What saved my planting, 
Tam certain, was the five inches of 
grass mulch I used to keep the 
extreme heat from destroying the 
plants’ root systems. 

Although many vegetables are not 
progressing as we would expect this 
year, tomatoes are an exception. 
Kept watered and mulched, most 
people's tomatoes arc doing fairly 
well and this is because tomatoes 
are a tropical plant and thrive on 
heat. If you haven't done so, give 
your plants a gaflon each of water

It was back in the early days of 
World War I that this writer 
became aware of a man named 
Wilson Thompson. Wilson lived 
off Miller Road (the second house 
to the right at that time) in 
Wilmington. He worked in a 
leather plant in Woburn. 

Wilson was an older brother of 
Claude Thompson, the Thompson's 
Grove Thompson. He attracted the 
writer's attention because every. 
afternoon about 3:30 he would 
pedal his bicycle slowly down Glen 
Road and down Miller Road. 
Three-thirty was an carly hour for 
aman to come home from work. 

What he did, in a leather plant, 
and where that plant was, in 
Woburn were questions that the 
writer never asked. It was about 
1916 that the writer became aware 
of him and his slow moving 
bicycle. Working in a Icather plant 
must be a good job, if a man could 
get home that carly in the after- 
noon! 

Woburn was the center of a viable 
patent Icather industry in those 
days, and the word "leather" meant 
patent leather. No other town in 
Massachusetts scemed to have such 
leather shops as were in Wobum. 
There was one in Maine, a few 
years later, owned by (it is 
believed) the Peterson family of 
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Bow Strect, Woburn. 

Perhaps there were 30 leather 
shops in Woburn, The men started 
work at 7 a.m., sometimes 6:30, 
and left in the carly afternoon, 
from 2 to 3:30. That was why 
Wilson Thompson was able to get 
home early. He probably left home 
on that bicycle at 5:30 to 6 a.m. 

There were four or five leather 
shops along Webster Street in 
North Woburn, a strect that the 
writer, as a youngster got to know. 
Hopkinson’s was the biggest, if 
memory serves correctly. The man 
who owned it was called "Hopki" 
by his employces. He lived in 
Arlington, in a nice home which 
overlooked the Mystic Ponds. 

The leather came from other 
places, probably in the midwest. As 
is remembered, it first went to a 
man called the "tacker.” He was, to 
a small boy, a fascinating individual 
because he kept tacks in his mouth! 

The tacker had large frames of 
probably white pine boards, about 
four inches wide. There were two 
boards which were aboutl0 fect 
long, and there were two which 
were about four fect long, the four 
making a rectangle, but with 
protruding pieces on cach end of 
the long boards, called cars. The 
ears served as handlcs for the men 
called the "luggers.” 

The hides, when delivered to the 
tacker's bench were soft and 
supple. The tacker had handy a 
supply of “toggles,” which were 
metal clasps or pins, cach of which 
had a handy cord attached to it. 

The tacker would have a hide 
inside the frame, and would attach 
the toggles, swiftly and adeptly. 
Then he would walk around and 
grab a cord, stretch it tight, and 
tack it to the frame. Swiftly he 
would move on to the next cord, 
and in a minute or so that hide 
would be tautly stretched, inside 
that frame. 

As has been said, the transfer of 
tacks from the interior of the 
tacker's mouth to the frame was a 
fascinating thing for little boys to 
watch. It Would be so casy to 
swallow a tack, but that never 
happened! * 

The next step would be to "daub" 
the hide. This seemed to be a 
disagretable opcration, for the 
daub was a semi-liquid, and the 
men who worked there called the 
surrounding atmosphere a “cold 
gas.” The only daub the writer ever 
saw was black. Possibly there were 
other colors. Daubers used a stecl 
blade inscricd into a wooden 
handic, to do their work, if the 
writer remembers correctly. 

Anyway, the first thing that many 
men who were employed as 
daubers did, when the day'swork 
was over, was to go to a bar on 
Main Surect near Nichols Street and 
get a glass of whiskey. The 
whiskey, it is said, was used to 
“settle a man's stomach.” Indecd, 
when World War I came to its 
close, and the law of Prohibition 
came to pass there were daubers in 
the Woburn Icather plants who 
regarded Prohibition as a “dirty 
trick." 

When the daubers were finished 
with a hide the luggers would carry 
the frame off, probably six or cight 
at a time. It would be carried to a

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Weather, without 
wacky Willard

How do you know when weather 
is on the way? If your answer is to 
turn on the tube, then go sit down. 
‘You don't need this, 

Your grandfather could forecast 
the next six hours of weather, with 
surprising accuracy, and with no 
help from any National Weather 
Service satellites or some ultra- 
enthusiastic meteorologist on the 11 
o'clock news. 

How did Grandpa do that? 

In a single, sweeping glance, the 
sky will tell you volumes. Sniff the 
air, study the clouds, feel the wind, 
and the weather reveals itself. 

Mostly I just look at the clouds. 
Are they big, fluffy and harmless? 
Or are they big, fluffy, and roaring 
upwards to form a thunderhead? 
With a knowledgeable look at the 
clouds, you can predict almost any 
kind of weather, 

Okay. Let's go down the line. 

Cirrus clouds are those thin 
wispy streaks of cloud, at high 
altitude. Actually the "mare's tails" 
are made of ice crystals, and they 
tell of a weather disturbance off in 
the distance, maybe two days away. 
The weather should be mild but 


windy for at least 12 hours if the 
sky is full of mare's tails but keep in 
mind that a front is approaching. 
Sometimes you'll see a halo, or a 
circularwrainbow, if the sun or even 
the moon moves behind a cirrus 
formation. Folklore has it that the 
number of stars inside a moon ring 
equals the number of days before 
the rain or snow comes. Maybe. 

Cumulus clouds are big, white 
puffs. They're harmless, unless one 
of them is climbing straight up into 
the sky, with a dark gray bottom. It 
takes about a half hour for a rising 
cumulus to reach peak altitude, at 
which point you'd call it a thunder- 
head, and this is the best time of 
year to watch for the formation,.As 
the thunderhead forms, look at the 
compass. If it's away to the cast, no 
biggie. But if the thunderhcad is 
forming to the west, better close the 
car windows. 

Nimbus clouds are "wet" ones. 
They're always gray, and they look 
sort of "fat," if you use your 
imagination. A light gray overcast 
doesn't mean much, but the thicker 
chunks of dark gray will water 
your lawn, Underneath the nimbus 
clouds, you can often see sheets of 
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rain coming. The sheets look just 
like gray curtains draped under the 


, cloud. When I used to live out 


West, where you could see the 
horizon from any direction, we 
didn't pop open our umbrellas until 
the curtain was almost overhead. 

Stratus literally means “layered” 
clouds. Asa storm approaches, the 
layers get closer to ground. If you 
sce stratus clouds at an angle, the 
lower edge will be the "busy" one. 
The sharper the angle -- the worse 
the weather. Again, glance at the 
compass to sce if it's your rn to 
get wet. The prevailing storm track 
in New England, for the most part, 
is southwest to northeast. 


Those are the major cloud types 
in these parts, though you'll hear 
about cumulo-nimbus and other 
such combinations, but don't sweat 
it. You've got the basic types. 

However, a few other bits of 
weather lore are worth noting. 

If a thunderstorm has a flat black 
belly underneath, get worried. In 
the Western states, such a "wall 
cloud" on the bottom of a thunder- 
storm means that tornado time is 
near at hand. Sometimes, a pinch 
of the black “ceiling” starts to dip 
down, called a funnel cloud. If that 
pinch of black touches the ground, 
though, houses start to explode. 

Luckily, tornadoes are rare in 
New England, but old-timers can 
still remember the huge, black and 
foul Worcester Tornado of June 9, 
1953, which Icft 90 dead. Unlike 
the occasional tiny twister, this one 
was a truc monster. Biblical. And 
nobody can say when or where it 
might happen again. 

When the sky suddenly brightens 
during a thunderstorm, (no, not a 
lightning bolt) it may mean that the 
sun is pecking under the western 
edge of the storm, and clear skies 
aren't far off. Then again, during 
the most violent weather I've seen 
the sky turn a sickly yellow color, 
so don't bet money on a yellow sky. 

Hail is another side effect of a 
thunderstorm, but it can't be pre- 
dicted either. When there's hail, it 
means an cnormous circular wind 
is blowing aloft, strong cnough to 
lift raindrops above the freezing 
level, dip them back down to collect 
another layer of water, then back 
up to freeze once more. The bigger 
the hail, the stronger the wind. If 
the wind turns vertical, it becomes 
atomado. Yes, we come close! 

A good rule of thumb for weather 
guessing has to do with the time it 

lakes for a storm to build up. Fast- 


moving storms are usually violent, 
but brief. The ones that build up all 
day usually last all day, too. The 
“hurricane” thunderstorm of a few 
weeks back hit all at once, like a ton 
of bricks, with little buildup. 

The biggest weather event on the 
planet is also the toughest to predict 
without satellite observation, or at 
least radio communications. 

From ground level, a hurricane 
looks just like any rainstorm as it 
approaches. In the days of square- 
rigged sailing ships, a hurricane 
was death on the water, since there 
was no way to send word from 
Cuba to Boston in time to warn 
ships. If a hurricane was prowling 
the area, the old sailors usually 
discovered it too late to escape it. 
Scary stuff, eh? 

Incidently, a hurricane is nature's 
way of removing excess heat from 
the tropics. With the extreme heat 
we've had this summer, it wouldn't 
surprise me one bit to see a real 
stem-winder of a hurricane come 
roaring up from the islands this 
fall. And not a dud like Gloria in 
86, but a real killer hurricane. Ask 
your parents about 1938, or 1955, 
or 1956. They can tell you stories! 


But today we don't need to worry 
about watching the barometer, or 
sniffing for rain, or looking for a 
ring around the sun. 

Now we have TV, and satellites, 
and Willard Scott and his friends. 

Times may change, but not the 
weather.

The Greater Lowell Fly Fishers 
club will hold a carp-only derby on 
the Merrimack River this Sunday, 
July 24, but don't expect to break 
any state records. Joe Belanger of 
Shrewsbury shattered the previous 
record for carp on June 27, when 
he hauled a 42-pound-8 specimen 
out of Lake Quinsigamond, Prior 
to Joe's catch, the record stood at 
31-8, taken from the Connecticut 
River. Joe's fish went 11 pounds 
over the earlier record! 

The state's aquatic biologists are 
scratching their heads over this 
one, but a new WORLD record 
white catfish may have come out of 
Baddacook Pond in Groton this past 
Saturday. Bill Jones of Dracut took 
a catfish -- species uncertain -- into 
Bob's Bait and Tackle, and the fish 
bent the scale down to 13-pounds, 
l-ounce, Identifying a catfish can 
be tricky, but shopowner Bob Bean 
said it fit the description of a white 
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cat by his book. However, Dan 
McGuiness at the Division said the 
fish looks like a channel cat, which 
means it's far short of the record. 
Baddacook produced a state record 
white cat last year, weighing 9-7, 
but Bill's monster would blow that 
one away, if his fish is a white cat 
and not a channel. 


Rumor has it that a gentleman 
who used to lived on Baddacook 
raised catfish in a pen, but he 
supposedly released his charges 
when he sold the house. If that's 
true, Baddacook may continue to 
produce big catfish for some time, 


I visited the Concord River from 
the Bedford town boat ramp this 
weckend, and fell in love. The river 
there is shallow, slow and weedy, 
and scemed more like an endless 
bass-pond than a major river. The 
easiest way to reach the ramp is to 


take the road next to McDonald's 
on Route 3A in Billerica, then stay 
on that road until you hit Route 
225, and turn left toward Carlisle.

“Mt. Washington is without a slightest doubt 
the most complicated thing I have mapped any- 
where. Mt. Everest is a cinch compared to Mt. 
Washington,” Dr. Washburn said in a recent 
interview at his Belmont, Mass., home. 

“Measuring the trails was by far the hardest 
part of it,” Mrs. Washburn said. The Mt. Wash- 
ington map — unlike those of Everest and McKin-

Thick forest in summer and snow in winter hide 
two-thirds of these trails from aerial view. 

Mapping Mt. Washington was “a people proj- 
ect,” says Dr. Washburn. Volunteers who par- 
ticipated include people of all ages from places 
that range from New Hampshire and Virginia to 
India, Finland, and West Germany. 

It took five seasons for the volunteers to plot 
the trails alone. Most were measured at least 
twice to make sure they were, as Dr. Washburn 
puts it, “within a gnat's whisker” of exact. 

Aneffort that involved the Boston Museum of 
Science, the Mt. Washington Observa- 
tory, and the Appalachian Mountain 
Club (AMC), the new map contains 10 
major White Mountain peaks and covers 
8.17 miles east to west and 11.32 miles 
north to south. 

‘The project began in February 1978. 
Alan Smith, who was then president of 
the Mt. Washington Observatory, asked 
Washburn if he could produce a relief 
model of the mountain for the observa- 
tory's museum in the new Sherman Ad- 
ams Building on Mt. Washington's sum- 


mit. Hie had in nina poesia ines 
the three-dimensional Grand ron ex- 
hibit Washburn had produced for the 
Museum of Science. 

“He agreed but said you've got to 
have a good map and there wasn't one 
that was good enough. And that's how 
the whole project got started,” said Mr. 
Smith, of Concord, Mass., who volun- 
teered throughout the endeavor. 

The first step was selecting locations 
for control points - places easily identi- 
fied on aerial photographs and of known 
longitude, latitude, and altitude. Dr. 
Washburn decided not to use the exist- 
ing United States Geological Survey map as a 
base, but he did accept as true the USGS eleva- 
tion of Mt. Washington at 6,288.176 feet. 

Once the major control points were chosen, 
Washburn began the next phase of the project. 
‘The area had to be photographed twice from the 
air in overlapping north to south strips to pro- 
he i stereo quality needed for cartog- 
raphy. 

‘The photos taken in early May showed parts 
of the mountains later hidden by leaves. Those 
taken in August provided a view of contours 
covered with snow in May. Both sets of photos 
were essential for a mapmaking step that would 
come much later - contour drawing by Swissair 
Photo and Surveys Ltd. of Zurich. 

Before being photographed, the known con- 
trol points had to be marked. To accomplish this, 
the Community Boat Club of Boston donated

mountain huts until they were needed. 

One day in August, volunteers took the sails 
to the control points ordered by Washburn, tied 
the tip of each sail to markers set into holes 
previously drilled into the rock, and unfurled the 
sails so,that, from above, they appeared as white 
arrows pointing directly to the control targets. 

Then volunteers began years of measuring 
distances and angles to produce a control net- 
work of triangles connecting all the basic control 
points. 

One process employed to create the control 
network is called trilateration - measuring all 
three sides of a base triangle precisely. It works 
this way: The Washburns would set up an elec- 
tronic distance-measuring machine (EDM) called 
a Ranger IV at a known location. Another volun- 
teer - often Casey Hodgdon of Gorham, N.H. - 
would drive to the top of Mt. Washington and 
hike down to another survey station. Mr. 
Hodgdon and the Washburns would report their 
positions to each other using two-way radios. 

Conspicuous targets painted hunter orange 
marked each survey station. Exactly above a 
drill hole, Hodgdon would hold a cluster of spe- 
cial prisms, at which Dr. Washburn would shoot 
the EDM laser. 

The red light beam from the helium neon laser 
would bounce off the prisms and return to the 
Ranger IV, which calculated precise information 
on the distance between the two points. The 
Ranger IV's computer would then produce a 
digital readout of the distance. Mrs, Washburn 


took notes on the measurements, filling seven 
one-inch-thick notebooks. 

All measurements were taken several times to 
ensure accuracy. Laser distances also needed to 
be adjusted for air pressure and temperature

What can you say about a 
movie in which the main thrust 
is three teenage boys driving 
around all night with a drunk 
girl who may, or may not, vomit 
in the back seat? ““Yeck” is as 
good a place to start as 
anywhere. Sophomoric is 
another good word, but it’s 
really too dignified for this flick. 

Not that you really go into a 
movie about three boys and a 
car expecting high art. But 
when the kids put driver Corey 
Haim’s drunk dream date into 
the trunk of his grandaddy's 
Cadillac to get her out of the 
way while they cruise for babes, 
you realize you have just wit- 
nessed an all-time cinematic 
low. 

Actually, the movie starts out 
on a funny, surrealistic note. 
Haim, chained to a smoke-filled 
school bus from Hell, makes a 
daring, James Bond-like escape 
from the ghoulish driver, 
managing to get the girl and the 
Ferrari. It’s a clever beginning 
that the rest of the film never 
lives up to. 

Aside from the lame script, 
most of the blame falls into the 
lap of director Greg Beeman, a 
young man whose only other 
experience has been a couple of 
made-for-TV Disney movies. 
And it shows. He relies on sit- 
comish camera angles and 
amplified sound effects to let us 
know when to laugh. Even his 
car chases and car stunts and 
car accidents are dull, because 
none add anything new to a 
worn-out milieu. And when he 
does get his hands on a decent 
joke, Beeman isn’t capable of 
executing it properly. There is a 
cute scene in which Haim is told 
by his driving examiner that he 
will get his license if he can

spilling any of the instructor's 
coffee from a full cup placed on 
the dashboard. Unfortunately, 
Beeman must have missed the 
class on continuity in Film- 
making 101, because the level of 
coffee rises and falls and then 
rises again. 

Then there is Haim. This 
actor comes across as a gentle, 
nice kid, which is not what his 
role called for. Haim never 
seems firmly in control of the 
film, he’s just not enough of a 
rake. You don’t buy him 
sneaking off with the old man’s 
car in the middle of the night. It 
was that sly grin and sparkle in 
his eyes that made Tom Cruise 
believable as Joel in Risky 
Business. And Haim just 
doesn't have it. 

‘The two people who are worth 
watching aren't on camera 
enough to satisfy this film’s 
desperate quest for talent. 
Richard Masur couldn't be 
more on target as the frustrated 
bear of a man who sees his 
control over his teenaged son 
slipping away. And Carol Kane 
is cute and eccentric as the 
pregnant mom munching on 
mashed potatoes and catsup. 
‘These two help to fill in some of 
the empty spaces between car 
chases and gross-out jokes. 

Ultimately, however, it 
doesn’t really matter if anyone 
in this flick gives a decent 
performance, because it isn't 
worthy of the time it takes to 
watch it. It is nothing better 
than white bread, egotistical 
junk in which unappealing kids 
get to disobey the folks, break 
the law and trash the car in an 
effort to prove their manhood.
